Where he ſapth,he 
is offended: Þ vnderſtande that of the ſe⸗ 
cond kynde ofoffence,tn that he vſinge his 
libertie peruerſelp, by his example dzaws- 
ing hym that is moze weake to da the ſa⸗ 
me, is ta hym as a ſnare, whyles he geneth 
hym an occaſiũ to eate that thinge agaiuft 
his conſcience, which he iudgeth not to be 
lawftull.

uenture haue ben a cauſe only ot᷑ ſome di 
toꝛde, where by ſome emonge them might 
haue ben weakned,o02 elles though weak- 
nes of conſcience might then have defecled 
them ſelues: but yet ww Gould not haue 
ben fo cleane alienated from Chꝛiſte, but
